Flood Peril From Elba 32 22 eek 


That the proposed project to 
protect Elba from floods which 
have menaced this city in past 
years is attested by the following 
article which appeared in Mondny’s 
issue of The Montgomery Adver 
tiser, written 5y George L, Davis: 


Among the interesting pre‘ects 
submitted to the Alabama state 
Advisory Board is the flood control 
proposal for Biba, whieh in Mareh, 
1929, was almost obliterated and 
damaged to the extent of $38,- 
(46,000, 

That was Blba’s most disastrous 
flood within the memory of older 
residents. But there have been oth- 
er floods, many of them, Floods in 
Nlbxn had been so numerous, ac- 
cording to Judge Maleolm 8, Car- 
michael, who was raised in that 
section, that residents generally 
had come to regard high water in 
Elba streets as an oceasion for 
making whoopee, 

On such oceasions, he said, the 
merchants would pack their goods 
on high shelves, business was sus- 
pended, and those who had boats 
would paddle around jn the streets, 
go Visiting and enjoy themselves. 

But on each of these occasions 
the flood took its toll, 

The yearly flood loss to Elba, ae- 
cording to the estimates of MeCalla 
and Keenan, Montgomery engin- 
eers, averages about $65,000. 

Since 1929, however, the menace 
of a flood has been given serious 
consideration by the city officials 
and residents of Elba, so that now 
if a high water alarm should be 
sounded, the citizens would seram. 
ble for the hills instead of their 
boats, 

Building within the flood zone, 
which ineludes virtually all of the 
town, has been at a standstill since 
the flood insofar as new buildings 
are concerned, although many of 
the old buildings destroyed were 
replaced. Elba also has suffered 
some loss in population, even since 
the 1980 census which it had 2,526, 

It had always been a growing 
town before, The 2,526 represents 
an inerease of 184 per cent in 
population in 20 years, 

Soon after the 1929 disaster 
Congressman Henry Steagall and 
others took the lead in having a 
Government flood contro] survey 
made, The engineers made their 
report but said in their opinion the 
small amount of Government prop- 
erty in Elba did not warrant the 
governmental’ expenditure that 
would be required for its protec- 
tion by a levee. 

There were those who believed 
the town of Elba should be erect- 
ed on a new site after the 1929 
flood, But MecCalla and Keenan’s 
report scouts that proposal, In the 
first place the cost would be enor- 
mous. .A new courthouse, new 
school buildings, new sewage and 
waterworks systems would be in- 
cluded in the cost, In the second 
place the report shows there was 
the “human element.” 

People, in other words, don’t 
abandon town sites. 

Tha system of flood control ree- 
ommended by McCalla and Keenan 
is somewhat different from the 
system outlined by the Government 
engineers. The Government engin- 
eers proposed to build levees 
around both sections of the town— 
like two large doughnuts—with 
Beaver Dam Creek dividing the 
rims. 

Elba, it should be understood, 
is peculiarly situated. Like all old 
Alabama towns, built by pioneer 
settlers, it was located on a river, 
in this instance the Pea River and 
where Whitewater Creek empties 
into Pea River. Moreover, Beaver 
Dam Creek splits the town almost 
in half arid also empties into the 
Pea River a short distance- below 
the mouth of Whitewater Creek. 

The early settlers, it was ex- 
plained, were not illogical, They 
settled where they could make a 
living with the least amount of 
work. They had to have spring 
water to drink as well digging 
equipment then wasn’t the same as 
today. Moreover, they had to have 
streams in which to do their wash-

To proteet the town Engineer 
MecCalla and Keenan propose to 
build a levee somewhat like a 
horseshoe, that would range in 
height from a few feet above the 
high water level on the hill range 
north of the town to 50 feet where 
the bend of the horseshoe crossed 
Beaver Dam Creek near jts mouth, 

On the western side of the horse 
shoe they propose to dig a canal, 
the dirt from the canal being used 
to erect the western side of the 
horeshoe, A dam would also be 
erected across Beaver Dam Creck 
where the present dam above the 
ice plant is now located, This dam, 
used as dams only in case of flood, 
in which event the watery of Beay 
er Dam Creek would be diverted 
by the dam on the western rim 
into the eanal, to Pea River while 
the dam at the mouth of the Creek 
could be closed to prevent flood 
waters from Pea River from back- 
ing up into the Creek and into the 
town. 

With such a system the only re- 
maining problem would be to drain 
the town of the wate, that fell 
within it and its sewage. This would 
be done by a pumping system to 
be ereeted at the south dam, The 
present sewage system would be 
altered so that the flood waters 
would be pumped over the levee 
into Pea River, Two pumps would 
be required—one as a standby if 
one pump failed to work, Other- 
wise a health problem might result. 

The horseshoe levee would en- 
close virtually al) of the town and 
open for development a large area 
just north of the business section 
in which people have erected but 
few buildings, The levee would 
be three feet higher than the 1929 
high water mark, 

Considering the eastern side of 
the horseshoe, the tip would begin 
just above the high water line on 
State Highway No, 52—the road 
to Brantley, It would follow the 
State Highway southward towards 
the city, in fact the State High- 
way here would be located on the 
levee, and the road would be rais- 
ed seyeral feet. The levee would 
leave the State Highway at the 
Troy road intersection and con- 
tinue southward behind the high 
school, then bend westward along: 
Whitewater Creek to Pea ‘River, 
along Pea River just behind the 
jail, crossing Beaver Dam Creek, 
and crossing the Atlantic Coast 
Line R. R. about 500 feet below the 
depot, About 1,500 feet east of 
the Coast Line tracks the turn 
northward is made, parallel to

It is also understood that pro- 
ducerg who reeeive the loans will 
be required to participate in the 
cotton production contro] program 
for 1984 and 1985, This program 
calls foy a reduction of the cotton 
acreage of the South for 1984 
about 40 per cent or to approxi- 
mately 25,000,000 acres. 

Growers who sign contracts to 
reduce acreage next year will be 
compensated by rental payments 
ranging from $38 to $11 per acre 
and will receive a virtual guaran- 
tee of a parity price for that por- 
tion of the crop consumed in the 
United States, 

By parity price is meant a price 
that will give cotton the same pur- 
chasing power it had in the pre- 
war period, 1909-14,

Miss Mary Palmer of Greenville, 
former Elba High School teacher, 
is in Elba conducting a campaign 
in the interest of organizing a 
thrift club for girls, She paid The 
Clipper an appreciated call last 
week and left the following article 
for publication; 

Why Thrift Clubs For Girls 

Every girl should be taught and 
trained to become a self-support- 
ing, economically independent in- 
dividual, It may never become 
necessary for hey to earn her own 
way in the world but it certainly 
would be a consoling thought to 
know that she was fully prepared 
to'take care of herself if necessary. 

Marriage and motherhood will 
always be the greatest and most 
sacred calling. Yet marriuge should 
be a matter of choice, not an eco- 
nomic necessity. Many a promis- 
ing young woman has had her 
whole life spoiled by being rushed 
into an undesired “match” by some 
economic emergency, 

Definite training in the funda- 
mental principles and practice of 
thrift, during girlhood, will be of 
great value to every young woman, 
whether she chooses a career in 
the business or professional world, 
or chooses that most important 
career of home-making, 

It is said that many department 
stores base their advertising and 
merchandising plans on the as- 
sumption that women “have the 
say” in the spending of 85 per 
cent of the average family budget. 
If that is true, then certainly a 
girl should be trained in thrift as 
expressed in a true appreciation of 
values and how to get the most 
for her money,

in acquiring the ability to plan 
ahead; to budget expenses; and to 
live within a given allowance; to 
refuse to yield to temporary spend- 
ing temptations and thus develop 
stvength of character and habits 
that lead to success and happiness.

impelled to urge upon the Presi 
dent the need of currency expan- 
sion to supply in part the greatly 
reduced volume of bank cheek cur 
renecy, occasioned by the large 
number of closed and restricted | 
banks and the loss of public con 
fidence, “The nation’s business,” 
said he, “is conducted by use of 
bank eredit and bank checks, At 
present ouy banks are not function 
ing normally, Deposits have been 
cut in half due to the fear on the 
part of the public, and banks are 
afraid to make loans because of 
the danger of runs and withdraw- 
als of deposits. This situation will 
continue until the new banking 
act gets into operation, In the 
meantime, we need more currency 
to take the place of bank checks 
no longer employed in a normal 
way.” 

Mr, Steagall pointed out the loss 
sustained in circulating media 
when the volume of bank check 
currency was suddenly cut in half 
is so great that to meet it fully by 
currency expansion alone is not to 
be expected. A reasonable curren- 
cy expansion is necessary togeth- 
er with other forms of credit en- 
largement now engaging the atten- 
tion of the Administration to bring 
about economic recovery and a 
stabilized rise in values 

The Congressman was positive 
in the declaration that the Presi- 
dent has dedicated himself to the 
task of restoring a level of values, 
especially of farm prices and farm 
product values, to the point afford- 
ing the farmers a reasonable re- 
turn from their investments and 
labor, and an equitable opportuni- 
ty to meet the debts incurred in 
a more prosperous and inflated era, 
He commended the heroic and de- 
termined efforts of the Chief Exec- 
utive to attain these results, He 
declared that the President was 
working along logical lines toward 
a definite objective and, with the 
Nation behind him, he would sure- 
ly succeed.

The administration completed 
distribution Saturday of $71,706,- 
085 in checks to producers who 
joined in this year’s program b) 
plowing up from 25 to 50 per cent 
of their growing crop, 

In all, 661,060 checks have been 
mailed and 882,000 of 1,010,000 


‘ certificates of performance provid- 


ing proof that the grower did plow 
up a definite portion of his crop, 
have been received and approved 
for payments, As many as 48,000 
cheeks are now being issued each 
day. 

Rental payments will be paid 
next year for land producing as 
little as 75 pounds of cotton per 
aere. In this year’s program land 
producing less than 100 pounds was 
not eligible for consideration. 

The schedule of payments in the 
1984 program follows: 

For land producing approximate- 
ly 75 to 125 pounds per acre, a 
rental of not over $3 an acre; from 
150'to 200 pounds, a maximum of 
$5; 225 to 800 pounds, a maxi- 
mum of $74 825 to 400 pounds, a 
maximum of $9, and for land pro- 
ducing 400 pounds and over, a 
maximum of $11. 

The amount of the cash rental 
will be determined by the county 
nssociations, subject to the approy- 
al of the Adjustment Administra- 
tion, 

Secretary Wallace, in an expla- 
nation of the program, said: 

“The current price of cotton is 
below its fair exchange (parity) 
value, The administration recog- 
nizes that further efforts to aid 
the cotton farmers in solving this 
problem are imperative. 

“The advance of 10 cents per 
pound on the current crop will en- 
able the producer to market his 
crop in an orderly way and he will 
not be forced to sell at prevailing 
low prices because he needs the 
money now, The govoernment is 
providing the means to carry this 
cotton so that the man who pro- 
duced it and who will cooperate 
in the production control program, 
will benefit from any increase in 
price that may result from our ef- 
forts to obtain fair exchange pric- 
es for farm commodities. 

“Tt was evident after the record 
production this year that cotton 
adjustments should continue. It 
would have been manifestly unfair

Trappers, however, are instructed 
not to go on private property un- 
til permission from the owner has 
been secured, 

“No fund has been made avail- 
able for us in buying bait, It is 
anticipated that the owners of 
property being trapped will supply 
the small amount of bait required. 
Stale bread of any kind, bacon and 
fresh meat are satisfactory baits. 

“The cooperation -of every citi- 
zen is solicited in this rat trapping 
program. Let’s all pull together 
and rid‘the cemmunity of a serious 
health menace, to say nothing of 
eliminating a pest which destroys 
many dollars worth of property 
annually.”
